Graduation moved

A University student was 
fatally wounded Wednesday 
when he was attacked by a giant 
boll weevil near the “Grease 
Shack.” 

According to Clod Overlouse 
of campus social security, the 
student was walking from his 
morning class when the tragedy 
occured.

“1 
know' 1 saw at least 10 students 
parking in the faculty parking 
spaces this morning,” one 
complained, “Now how am 1 
going to find time to ticket 
them* It just isn’t fair.” 

A group of students tried to 
assist Patch as he w r as being 
attacked but were unsuccessful 
The students did not remove the 
bug, however, because, ac- 
cording to one tearful coed, “no 
one had a fly swatter big 
enough.” 

A ‘subhead* 

Patch’s body was released to 
a local funeral home. The bug’s 
body, though, disappeared 
mysteriously and left social 
securities guards and police 
investigators puzzled. 

Several students have told the 
Alma joke, however, that the 
bug was killed by two females

Also a wet 
bar will be available for student 
uses but will have to replace the 
much proposed f Olympic ; 
swimming pool. Due lo student 
demands it was decided to 
delete all corridors, bathrooms 
and closets to beat the high rate 
of inflation. In regards to 
bathrooms, Jimminy Cricket, 
vice chancellor for student's 
affairs, implied that needy 
students could relieve them- 
selves at various and sundry dog 
trots to be landscaped with the 
new' building, 

In regards to the deferred 
student loan program — it has 
been cancelled due to the fact 
that most university students 
are not "needy enough” ac- 
cording to standards set forth by 
s committee consisting of 48 
faculty members and 1 student, 
an office source further ex- 
plained. 


The University Com- 
mencement Club has announced 
that graduation ceremonies 
have been moved to the runway 
of the Shreveport Municipal 
Airport to accommodate 
thousands of area residents 
expected to attend the historic 
event. 

“It was tough, getting the 
airline officials to stop the three 
flights for the day so we could 
have the runway,” said Jim 
Beam, chairman of the dub. 
Changes in the date and time 
have also been announced. 


“We decided that 3 a, m. on 
May 5 would fit most people's 
schedules” Beam said, adding 
that although the ceremony was 
scheduled during the week of 
finals, the club committee in- 
sured the time wouldn’t in- 
terfere with anyone’s tests. 

Students not attending 
ceremonies may pick up 
diplomas in the Regisdrawer’s 
Office after submitting af- 
fidavits signed by both of their 
parents, a police officer, a 
medical specialist, two lawyers 
and a Sunday School teacher 
verifying that the absence was a 
valid one.

Students munch in protest 

Guard called in

Students at the Uni- 
versity in the past 
year have grown into a more 
cohesive* unified body and from 
all indications the wave of 
student activism* prevalent on 
many college campuses during 
the 1960s, is here at last. While 
university administrators 
certainly have cause for some 
alarm, the Alma joke does not 
believe the situation merits 
calling in the National Guard. 

The Atmajoke learned 
through reformed sources that 
National Guardsmen, dressed in 
plain clothes, have been placed 
under the command of Campus 
Social Security Officer Clod 
Overlouse. According to the 
source. Overlouse is main- 
taining contact with the guard- 
smen by way of two-way radio, 
while hovering over the 
University in a one-man remote- 
controlled heliocopter* . After 
learning of the occupation by the 
troops, the Aim a joke informed 
the SGA* and then questioned 
several University ad- 
ministrators to determine why 
the troops were called in* 

Chancellor Didn’t He Slip said 
lie considered recent student 
activities a threat to his 
position* But* "The last straw 
came when about 25 students 
occupied the Grease Shack 
during last Tuesday’s noon 
hour/ 1 he said. 

Vice Chancellor for Financial 
Affairs Iwanto Howl said that 
the students broke a University 
regulation which prohibits them 
from purchasing food in the 
Grease Shack without a current 
immunization card. 

According to both Slip and 
Howl* the students were asked 
to disperse, but refused saying 
they wished to continue eating 
their lunch. Slip said 
Overlouse’s efforts to evacuate 
the indigested students were 
met with belches and drools. 
The Guard was then called in* 

Jemmy Cricket* student’s 
affairs vice chancellor* told the 
^dmajoke the guardsmen were 


needed to protect the rights of 
the administration and accused 
the student body of “meddling in 
affairs that don’t concern 
them.” Citing recent Election 
Board statistics, Cricket said 
more than seven per cent of the 
student body voted in the last 
SGA election* 

The figure was unacceptable 
because tie administration 
could not tolerate more than 6.99 
per cent of the student populace 
voting in any one election* he 
added* Besides* Cricket chirped, 
"I’m not so sure students should 
elect SGA officials at all/ 1 

Vice Chancellor for Remedial 
Affairs Gary Bra-Zier said that 
students have increasingly 
violated University regulations 
by placing their bubble gum in 
University water fountains and 
under their desks* writing ob- 
scene poetry in University 
restrooms* and by gathering in 
groups of three or four in the 
mall. 

Almajoke believes that the 
alleged violations are trivial and 
the action taken by the ad- 
ministration totally un- 
warranted. While sympathetic 
to their problems in running a 
large University, we cannot 
tolerate armed intervention. 
Students can only hope that 
negotiations now* going on 
between Hie administration and 
SGA are successful* However, 
we strongly suggest that con- 
cessions to the administration 
be limited to an agreement 
whereby “students promise to 
place their gum in its original 
wrapper”. Any further con- 
cessions would jeopardize 
student interests.

Chancellor Didn't He Slip and 
Head Librarian Snokem 
Parkedher today announced 
that the operating hours of the 
University Library would be 
expanded starting next 
semester. 

When asked how they had 
overcome the funding problem 
that had been given as the 
reason for not expanding the 
hours previously. Chancellor 
Slip replied, "We have come up 
with a solution that we feel will

overcome this problem, in order 
to finance the increased library 
hours we have decided to sell the 
books.” 

Starting immediately all 
books on the library shelves will 
be for sale. The Chancellor said 
he hopes to get good prices for 
some the "nice thick big books", 
but admitted that since some of 
the books were extremely old 
they probably wouldn’t bring a 
very good price. 

Parkedher stressed that by 
getting rid of the books, library 
operations would be greatly 
simplified, "We won’t have the 
problem of keeping those 
doggone books in order,” he 
said, "We also won’t have the 
problem of students bothering 
us about taking them home." 

Mr. Parkedher went on to 
point out that be removing the 
books they would be able to 
bring in more desks where 
students could study and do 
their research. 

The new library hours will be 
from 4:30 a.m. — 9:30 p,m, 
Monday-Fridav and 3:30a.m. — 
6:00 a.m, Saturday and Sunday. 
"We will be opened 90 hours a 
week,” said Parkedher, "That 
should be more that enought 
time for the students to take 
care of their petty little research 
papers," 

There are some books, that 
have been taken off the shelves 
during the sale, that will remain 
in the library since as 
Parkedher says, "A library 
won t be a library without 
books." Among the books left in 


the library will be the complete 
collection of the Hardly Boys 
Mysteries, The chancellor is 
also donating his entire 
collection of Stuperman Comics, 
Chancellor Slip noted that by 
selling most of the books there 
won't be a need for as many 
library staff members even with 
the additional hours. "This is 
going to bring us in even more 
money," he said. The Chan- 
cellor was then asked what the 
money was going to be used for 
if not for adding more staff 
members to the library as had 
been assumed 7 He replied that 
this was none of the students 
business.
